Do the means justify the end?

Act Up literally acts up! Via eyebrow raising antics 
and a conspicuous societal presence, this militant group 
of homosexuals has managed to impact, with moderate 
amounts of success, government policy and procedure 
affecting the homosexual community. This controversial 
collection of fanatics can also be credited with bringing 
to the forefront of the social agenda conscience raising 
issues in need of resolve. Hence, to sing its praise from 
atop the highest mountain is nothing short of just. 

Act Up has been a formidable contender in the civil 
rights arena, a card carrying member of the society for 
increased federal investment in AIDS research & devel¬ 
opment, advocate of greater and more timely health 
care accessibility, and perhaps most gratifying of 
all...Senator Jesse Helm's worst nightmare. Much of 
Act Up's success can be attributed to its members prof¬ 
iting ability to channel their anger and frustration with a 
government that does not validate their existence into 
upheaving demonstrations of social dissatisfaction. For 
better or worse, Act Up has left an indelible impression 
upon all those who have encountered it. 

While it may be true that the homosexual community 
has benefited from Act Up's unorthodox behaviors, it is 
equally certain that it has had to contend with the unfa¬ 
vorable repercussions associated with such unconven¬ 
tional conduct. The likening of all homosexuals to this 
relatively small, unrepresentative population of gays is 
as laden with shortcomings as any stereotype would be. 
Unfortunately, this is essentially what much of the het¬ 
erosexual community has done. And it's precisely what 
the homosexual community has endeavored to abate. 

Cognizant of the unmistakable correlation between

how the public perceives the gay community and the 
amount of tolerance it will yield, it behooves the homo¬ 
sexual community to exercise utmost tact and discretion 
when in the "limelight." Therefore, the perpetuation of 
negative homosexual imagery resulting from Act Up's 
questionable mannerisms is inherently counterproduc¬ 
tive to its cause. It impedes progress that may other¬ 
wise be gained through diplomacy. To date, the modest 
benefits gained by the homosexual community under 
the tutelage of Act Up is merely a fraction of what can 
be achieved with widespread change in mainstream atti¬ 
tude and opinion. Education and enlightenment, the 
outing of oneself at one's discretion, and the projection 
of indisputable societal values such as tolerance, re¬ 
spect, nonviolence, pride and propriety go further in the 
quest for equitable treatment of gays than do appalling 
acting out behaviors. Whereas Act Up's intentions may 
be honorable, and its cause most certainly without re¬ 
proach, the means by which it conveys its message are 
no longer apropos and may in fact be self-defeating and 
cause disservice. In the words of Robert F. Kennedy, 
"The future cannot be changed by those who cling to a 
present that is already dying." Act Up's propensity to 
shock and provoke in an attempt to command attention 
to its cause is no longer warranted. This is not to sug¬ 
gest however, that the prejudice surrounding homosex¬ 
ual lifestyles no longer exists ... for it does. Civil rights 
battles must still be fought. Attitudes and opinions must 
still be changed. Discriminatory practices must still be 
ended. 

New ways of thinking must replace old patterns of 
behavior. Hence, Act Up's defacto problem solving 
strategies, attention seeking behaviors, and agenda 
promoting tactics must be exposed for what they are ... 
passe, ineffectual and of diminishing value. In an at¬ 
tempt to right a wrong, this well intentioned, enthusiastic 
group of zealots have lost sight of appropriate stan¬ 
dards of conduct and in so doing defame the character 
of all gays and trivialize their cause. Act Up, it's time to 
grow up. Today, much more can be accomplished 
through the use of tact and diplomacy than indiscretion 
and insolence.

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Task Force Kicks off Survey 

At its Annual Membership Meeting, the Lehigh Valley 
Gay and Lesbian Task Force unveiled its Violence and 
Discrimination Survey. The survey has been in develop¬ 
ment for nearly a year, Renae Bennett, Co-chair of the 
Discrimination Committee has set a goal of receiving 
2,000 responses. At the Lehigh Valley Pride Festival 
nearly 800 people completed the survey. 

The survey is an attempt to gain statistical data on the 
extent of violence and discrimination directed against 
Gay Men and Lesbians living in the Lehigh Valley. 
Renae Bennett noted, "this is the first time an instru¬ 
ment has been designed specifically to describe the situ¬ 
ation for gays, lesbians, and bisexuals in the Lehigh Val¬ 
ley." LVGLTF will use the information gathered from the 
survey results to show public officials the extent of vio¬ 
lence and discrimination against gay men and lesbians 
in the Lehigh Valley. The statistics will be evidence that 
ordinances prohibiting discrimination are needed in our 
local communities. Many officials believe that discrimi¬ 
nation against gays and lesbians is not a problem, the 
LVGLTF survey will show the effect violence and dis¬ 
crimination has on members of our community. 

The survey is simple and takes less than five minutes 
to complete. Responses are anonymous and com¬ 
pletely confidential. The questions ask the respondent 


how often he or she has experienced specific types of 
discrimination in a variety of different areas, such as 
employment, education, public accommodations, in get¬ 
ting a mortgage or renting an apartment. The survey 
also includes questions about violence and harassment 
suffered because of sexual orientation.

A special performance of the Stonewall Enigma Play¬ 
ers in "Get It Straight" was the feature attraction for the 
evening. The show, specially written for the event by 
Jerry Schmidt, revolved around the "Delveccio Sisters" 
who found their fame during the Stonewall Christ¬ 
mas Show. 

Now living in the abandoned Leh's building, the 
sisters get into a booking to perform at the Pride 
Festival through the assistance of a character 
portrayed as Sally Struthers' business manager. He 
turns out, however, to be anti- gay/lesbian and plans 
on having a counter demonstration during the event 
by his affiliates in the KKK. The plot thickened and 
twisted ending with him being discovered and 
overpowered by the sisters, and forced to perform, 
in his KKK robe, on stage with them at the festival. 
The final act depicted their show at the festival and 
was a fantastic number filled with dazzling lights, 
resounding music, and rainbow colored costumes of 
streaming fabrics. The show's finale brought about 
thunderous applause from the crowd of over 300 
people.

® Why Speak Up Why Fight Back?

Have you ever been discriminated against because 
you are a gay man or a lesbian? Have you been called 
fag or dyke? Have you been attacked or threatened on 
the street because someone perceived you to be gay or 
lesbian? Did you report the incident to the police? Or 
question a boss at work as to why you were treated dif¬ 
ferently? 

Many of us have experienced a form of discrimination 
or harassment or even worse, an act of violence. Many 
of us have also tried to ignore the discrimination. We 
have rationalized, "If I don't rock the boat, I won't be the 
victim," ... "If ignore the name calling, it will stop," ... "If I 
report this, everyone will know I'm gay and then I'll 
never find another job." 

But it doesn't stop, the harassment, discrimination, 
and the violence continue. Maybe we are not the vic¬ 
tims, but another gay man or lesbian is. The person 
who harassed me will harass someone else, the em¬ 
ployer who fired you, will fire a co-worker, the teenager 
who beat him up, will bash another guy leaving the bar. 
Our silence allows the victimization of gay men and les¬ 
bians to continue. It allows officials to ignore the prob¬ 
lems of discrimination, harassment and violence and 
pretend they don't exist. 

About two week ago I had the opportunity to attend a 
speech by Claudia Brenner in Philadelphia. Ms. Brenner 
and her lover were hiking in the mountains of south cen¬ 
tral Pennsylvania when a man fired 8 shots at them - 
because they were lesbians. She describes the attack 
in her book Eight Bullets : 

The First Bullet: When the first bullet hit me, my arm 
exploded. My brain could not make the connections fast 
enough to realize I had been shot. I saw a lot of blood 
on the green tarp on which we lay and thought for a 
split second about earthquakes and volcanoes. But they 
don't make you bleed. Rebecca knew. She asked me 
where I had been shot. We had encountered a stranger 
earlier in that day who had a gun. We both knew who 
was shooting us. Perhaps a second passed. 


The second bullet: When the second bullet hit my 
neck I started to scream with all my strength. Somehow 
the second bullet was even more unbelievable than the 
first. 

The third bullet: The third bullet came and I know now 
hit the other side of my neck. By then I had lost track of 
what was happening or where we were except that I 
was in great danger and it was not stopping. 

The fourth bullet: I now know a fourth bullet hit me in 
the face. Rebecca told me to get down, close to the 
ground. 

The fifth bullet: The fifth bullet hit the top of my head. I 
believe Rebecca saw that even lying flat I was vulner¬ 
able and told me to run behind a tree. 

The sixth bullet: The sixth bullet hit Rebecca in the 
back of her head as she rose to run for the tree. 

The seventh bullet: The seventh bullet hit Rebecca in 
the back as she ran. It exploded her liver and caused 
her to die. 

The eighth bullet: The eighth bullet missed. 

It is not surprising that Stephen Roy Carr believed us 
both dead. He shot to kill. The neck. The head. The 
back.... He shot us because he identified us as lesbi¬ 
ans. 

Claudia Brenner read this passage from her book at 
the speech. She now travels around the country talking 
about her experience on that trip to Pennsylvania in 
1988. Certainly, it must be painful for her to talk about 
the incident. Everyone in the room sat quietly and lis¬ 
tened, each of us only able to imagine her pain of reliv¬ 
ing those tragic minutes of her life when she lost the 
woman she loved. But she had the courage to tell her 
story again and again. She realizes that the only good 
that can result from her experience is that if she speaks 
out, maybe it won't happen to someone else. 

If each of us had just a fraction of the courage of 
Claudia Brenner, could we speak out about the discrimi¬ 
nation that we have experienced? Would we? Do we 
have the strength, can we take that risk? 

These are questions that we really shouldn't be ask¬ 
ing. Where would the gay and lesbian community be if 
those drag queens and bull dykes hadn't fought back at 
Stonewall in 1969, Each of us must fight back. 
Each of us must take a small risk. Even if it won't 
make a difference for me, it may help one of my 
gay brothers or lesbian sisters. 

Today, there are small steps each of us can take 
to protect our community from continued acts of 
discrimination, harassment and violence. We can 
answer the Lehigh Valley Gay and Lesbian Task 
Force's Violence and Discrimination Survey. By 
spending five minutes of our time answering easy 
questions, we are giving the Task Force valuable 
information that will be used to show elected offi¬ 
cials that violence and discrimination exists, it is 
extensive, and they must do something to prevent 
it from continuing.

This month we are 
pleased to feature a 
sampling of the art of 
lolsta Hatt. Upon meet¬ 
ing lolsta at her opening 
at the Stonewall's Moose 
Lounge, it was quickly 
apparent that she was 
every bit as unique as 
the art that she pre¬ 
sented. 

Raised in a small min¬ 
ing town near Pottsville, 
PA, lolsta moved to Flor¬ 
ida to attend John Rin- 
gling School of Art at the 
age of eighteen. She 
joked that she often tells people that she went to clown 
school there! Originally an interior design major, she 
soon turned her direction towards the Fine Arts. As is 
often the case, she found that her schooling offered lit¬ 
tle encouragement for her own personal expression and 
unique style. 

Eventually lolsta moved to NY and set off in another 
direction. Here, in the seventies, she formed a punk 
rock band called The Communists and sang and wrote 
the lyrics for the band. Her talent for painting, which 
she had been doing since age nine, has always been a 



key part of her 
life. Although 
her works of 
that earlier pe¬ 
riod were rep¬ 
resentative of 
her own 

unique style, 
she noted that 
her more cur¬ 
rent works 
have become 
less morbid in 
their subject 
matter. This 
she attributes 
to a more posi¬ 
tive outlook on 

her life and her spirituality. 

lolsta has traveled to numerous places around the US 
as well as in Europe. In all of her travels she has accu¬ 
mulated many memories which have surely influenced 
the progression of her art over the years. Pictured 
within this article are varied paintings as well as some of 
her hand-made jewelry. She mentioned that she loves 
making the jewelry, and that the "worry people" on the 
pieces provide to some spiritual as well as esthetic 
benefits. 















As her agent, Debo¬ 
rah, noted, lolsta's 
artistic creativity flows 
constantly. That 
becomes more ap¬ 
parent, when one is 
aware of the large 
variety of different 
types of art she pro¬ 
duces. In addition to 
her paintings and 
jewelry, she also cre¬ 
ates murals, greeting 
cards, and draws fantasy characters. We learned that a 
major comic magazine company has shown interest in 
commissioning her to create some of these characters 
although lolsta was reluctant to talk about it in great 
detail. 

When asked 
which works were 
her favorite, lolsta 
singled out the 
"Blue-Eyed Gei¬ 
sha" and "Seer" 
paintings, both of 
which are pictured 
within this article. 
In addition to her 
drawing abilities, 
lolsta Hatt is equally favored with a gift for verse. She 
has had seven poems published in notable publications 
and also writes the captions within her greeting cards.

One In Ten 

One male for every ten females has an eating disorder 
and females are clearly more susceptible. Although 
clinical data points to similarities in the roots of eating 
disorders in males and females, some specific differ¬ 
ences are being noted. 

Males who are in occupations where physical appear¬ 
ance is vital tend to be more vulnerable to eating disor¬ 
ders. There is a growing number of male adolescents 
as well as adults who are experiencing the image pres¬ 
sure that has been a given for females . As with fe¬ 
males the males are dealing with self-esteem issues 
and using their bodies as a means of expression. 

In Males with Eating Disorders two authors claim that 
"men with eating disorders tend to have dependent 
avoidant and passive-aggressive personality styles and 
tend to have experienced negative reactions to their 
bodies from their peers while growing up." 

Different reasons for developing eating disorders in 
men, rather than women, focus on athletic training, teas¬ 
ing by peers, a long-term medical health consideration 
and trying to promote a relationship within the gay 
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community. 

Fear of being rejected by peers triggers male adoles¬ 
cents to become body conscious, weight conscious, 
and therefore food conscious. Males reportedly are 
much more sensitive than females to childhood teasing. 

Male adolescents may take on the medical issues of 
their parents. For instance, a young male may become 
over anxious about his weight when a parent is diag¬ 
nosed with a medical problem that is likely to lead to 
heart disease or diabetes. 

Although not much is heard about male athletes using 
bulimic tendencies to maintain a weight standard, there 
are gymnasts and wrestlers and figure-skaters who 
must maintain a low weight for optimum athletic per¬ 
formance. Using laxatives and vomiting as a means to 
rid the body of unwanted pounds can become "normal¬ 
ized" behavior. 

Males With Eating Disorders suggests that homosex¬ 
ual males are very probably over represented in the 
clinical studies because they are more likely than het¬ 
erosexual males to seek treatment for the disorder. 
Due to pressure within the gay community to be thin, 
gay males may be more susceptible to eating disorders. 

Whatever the cause, there is reason for concern. 
Many people with eating disorders, male or female, will 
also suffer depression, anxiety , or alcohol and other 
drug abuse. Psychological help is necessary as is medi¬ 
cal intervention if the disorder has lead to erosion of 
dental enamel, electrolyte imbalance, or heart prob¬ 
lems. Take a first step toward healing if you're one of 
the one in ten. Confide in someone you trust and start 
with their support to break a self-destructive behavior. 
Let us start healing our community so that more and 
more of us experience happiness, health and pride.

"Let the skies open 
upon them and wash 
from our every memory 
the countenance of this 
festering wound." 

...A quote from a well 
known TV evangelist? 
A political rambling with 
intents on purchasing a 
vote? Possible, but 
more likely a general¬ 
ized thought shared by 
some area residents as

Sunday, June 11, in spite of the impending weather 
predictions, more than 1500 gays, lesbians and friends 
made their way to Allentown's Cedar Beach Park for the 
second annual Lehigh Valley PRIDE Festival. As part of

community pride in the 
same light and presence 
often reserved for the het¬ 
erosexual community.

Although PRIDE received some 
negative phone calls following the 
Morning Call's story about the 
upcoming event, the festival pro¬ 
ceeded without incident.

FACE THE SPOTLIGHT

One Saturday in June I was playing "Whadda U Want 
(From Me)" at the Stonewall when this beautiful, Buffed 
man drenched in sweat ran up to the booth inquiring 
about the song. Pulling my tongue in (reminding myself 
that the man who would soon dump me was sitting at 
the bar), I informed him it was Frankie Knuckles. "This 
is a man?" he asked. All beef and no brains was all I 
could think; as my look of disbelief to the question 
matched wits with his look of puzzlement. "No", I po¬ 
litely informed him, "it's off the new Frankie Knuckles 
album with Adeva singing." "Oh, great song" he re¬ 
sponded, and left the booth looking more bewildered 
than when he arrived. I interpreted his lost look as 
"Why isn't that cute little DJ with me, instead of that guy 
who's going to rip his heart out and stamp it into a pile 
of mush causing him to write dull reviews similar to the 
one in June's AboveGround?" (I tend to believe that 
beautiful men think in run-on sentences). It wasn't until 
I sat down to review these albums that the pieces fell 
into place... not to mention my feet coming back to the 
ground. 

Dance music is unique in the music industry. Most 
dance songs you hear in a club are producer and/or 
remixer created, a vocal artist is simply there to add the 
one instrument a computer can't generate... the enunci¬ 
ated human voice. Often a producer will give a group 
name to accompany a song they've created. For exam¬ 
ple, there is no such group as Sphinx, so don't bother 
looking for an album. Sphinx sings "What Hope Have I" 
just sounds a lot better than: writer/producers Rollo and 



Rob D along with vocal interpreter Sabrina Johnston 
sing "What Hope Have I". On a broader scale, such as 
an album, the producers will come up with a name (or 
simply use their own), and employ a variety of artists to 
sing on it. An example of this is C&C Music Factory 
which simply stands for Robert Clivilles and the late 
David Cole and guests. 

Currently, there are three dance producer albums 
around which are worth taking a listen to. Frankie 
Knuckle's Welcome To The Real World . Moby's Every¬ 
thing Is Wrong , and Towa Tei's Future Listening! have 
all offered songs which have fared well in the clubs. 
Now's your chance to savor them at home. 

Of the three, Frankie Knuckles stands king of the 
house with what could arguably be the quintessential 
dance album of the summer. Knuckles, one of the 
gods of New York and London's DJs, has a signature 
house sound that is unmistakably classic. Unlike his 
first album, Beyond The Mix , (which gave us the hits 
"Workout", "The Whistle Song", and "Rainfall"), Wel¬ 



come To The Real World focuses on the vocal strengths 
of Adeva (who thrilled us in the past with "Respect" and 
"Warning"). With "Too Many Fish" hitting the air waves 
of finer radio stations (sorry B-104, but you suck), and 
"Whadda U Want (From Me)" destined for club anthem 
status, Welcome To The Real World has the potential to 
move forward from its Klubb Kids Routes to hit middle 
America big time. If all dance albums were as good as 
this, I'd be "Walkin'' with my Lord! 

Moby has been on the cutting edge of dance for some 
time. The former Limelight DJ now has joined with Elek- 
tra Records to give us a taste of what's on his mind. 
Everything Is Wrong offers us a fabulous view of DJ 
schizophrenia. It is basically a melding of three EP's. 
Songs like "Into The Blue" and "When It's Cold I'd Like 
To Die" have a surreal whispiness to them. "Feeling So 
Real" and Everytime You Touch Me" offer NGR without 
the bubble gum snap. In contrast, "All That I Need Is To 
Be Loved" and " What Love" are so Nine Inch Nail vio¬ 
lent you'll just have to chew on some road kill... but not 
in front of Moby, he's a vegetarian, and anti-car, and 
anti-animal killing, and anti... read the liner notes.

We can also report specific instances of Dis¬ 
crimination, Harassment and Violence to the 
Task Force. LVGLTF has set up an info line at 
(610) 515-1551 so anyone can report an inci¬ 
dent. Just leave a message and an incident re¬ 
port form will be sent to you in the mail. Com¬ 
plete the form and return it to the Task Force. 
The information gathered will be used to illus¬ 
trate how discrimination and violence affects real 
people, It gives the Task Force specific stories to 
use in the media and in meeting with officials. 
No, your name does not have to be used, but if 
you are willing to allow you name to be used, it 
would send a powerful message to the commu¬ 
nity. It puts a real face on a problem the straight 
community often believes does not exist. Cer¬ 
tainly, the Task Force may not be able to get you 
your job back, and it can't prevent an attack from 
occurring, but by reporting the incident you may 
prevent the same thing from happening to some¬ 
one else. 

An incident does not have to be as violent as 
what happened to Claudia Brenner and her lover 
Rebecca before we speak out. Firings, assaults, 
and verbal harassment certainly have negative 
impacts on our lives and our self esteem, By 
standing together, by speaking out, by fighting 
back we can end discrimination, harassment and 
violence directed against lesbians and gay men. 
Reporting and documenting discrimination, har¬ 
assment and violence is vital.

Hot. It's so hot! The steamy nights of summer are 
here. Some like it hot. Just hot. Beau likes it hot and 
cold. Beau sits out in the hot sun with cold drinks, eats 
ice cream while sipping hot coffee, and pursues hot 
men in cold cities. 

Cleveland, Ohio is such a city. Hidden from route 80 
by slight hills, it's not a pretty sight you see on the other 
side. Factories of steel and brick seem to go on for¬ 
ever. Even the edge of downtown is marked with a 
strong working class statement, a massive stadium. 
The downtown area, while clean, still has a Gotham City 
feeling: dark, yet powerful. 

When you reach Lake Erie, you see why the citizens of 
Cleveland need to be strong. Large enough to fool 
strangers it could be an ocean, it's also large enough to 
swallow up the city in one gulp if the water level ever 
rose significantly. That a side, the storms of summer 
and winter coming off the water offer a constant re¬ 
minder of the power of nature over the power of man. 
The image of the strong city humbled by the forces of 
nature, is especially powerful in Cleveland. In earlier 
times lesser men might have offered sacrifices at the 
waters edge to appease the gods. 

Can the power of a city call out to people? Cleveland 
seemed to be calling me one November morning. I was 
finished working in Fort Wayne, Indiana and had been 
up for 36 hours, but felt I should make it back to Cleve¬ 
land before getting some sleep. Knowing nothing about 
the city, I called their gay help line. After speaking with 
a very pleasant woman, I decide I wanted to go out in 
the Lakewood section, rather than downtown. 

It was a decision based purely on folklore. I had heard 
that a local official was once asked by the press if there 
was a large number of gays in Lakewood. He suppos¬ 
edly replied that if the residents of a large building (the 
name escapes me now) were asked to come to the 
window and wave if they were gay, the building would 
take off. Sounded good to me. 

Beau opted to give up comfort for proximity, staying at 
a dumpy place within walking distance of the clubs. 
Here's where it might have ended. After not sleeping 
for 40 plus hours, I easily could have missed my wake 
up call in just a short five hours. Luckily the desk clerk 
was persistent. So I went into what I call the "waking 
from a near death experience" exercise. It starts with 
not moving a muscle, so any energy I have can be cen¬ 
tered in keeping my eyelids open. Then a little neck roll¬ 
ing. When one foot comes out of the covers a critical 
point has been reached. I will either sit up, or slip back 
into the near death sleep. I moved ahead to the sitting 
on the edge of the bed stage. Then, finally, off to the 
shower. I mention this because at this point I was 



having serious doubts about making all this effort to go 
out in Cleveland this evening. Who could I meet feeling 
like this? A male nurse who wants to take care of the 
guy who looks like a truck ran him over? 

As I walked to the dance club the cold air began to 
wake me up. The lightly falling snow, the first I had 
experienced that season, lifted my spirits, but I still 
wasn't up to the pace of the crowd at the dance club. A 
guide I found there however, led me to a smaller place 
just around the block. Unknown to me, I was about to 
learn about the class nature of Cleveland. 

The club was small and dark, yet lively. I had no 
sooner come out of the bathroom, when I was asked by 
three men if I would fill in at a game for a fourth man 
who was leaving. Not being very experienced at shuffle 
board bowling, I hesitated. One tall, dark man about my 
age seemed especially concerned that I play, and sug¬ 
gested that I be on his team. "Why not", I thought, "and 
when in Rome, etc." Bowling just seemed so Cleve¬ 
land. 

We won. Ken asked me if I wanted to play again. I 
took a big chance here. I told Ken I hadn't eaten since 
early morning ad could he suggest a place nearby. Ken 
knew a place and said he'd come along. So here at 
11:30, I had already met someone who would consume 
the rest of my time in Cleveland. Ken was a great host. 
The Chamber of Commerce should be filled with people 
like him. Sure he was being nice because he wanted 
me to go home with him, but a full tour of the city was 
really going out of his way. 

The next morning it's usually a phone number and 
quick good-byes, but not with Ken. He took me to a 
fancy diner packed with people, at least half of whom 
Ken knew. It turns out he was a private music instructor 
and many of the people were the parents of the children 
he taught. I had mixed feelings about being introduced 
to so many people. Was it being polite, or was I being 
shown off? Cleveland has a sharp east-west contrast. 
The west is considered working class, while the east 
side has more of the upper class sections. Ken wanted 
me to stay and see the expensive homes in the area. 
Later we went to a great candy shop and strolled by the 
nearby waterfall.

Did you just pay a ton of taxes because you're single 
and have no deductions? Next year, you could be 
adding up the extra tax savings you were never entitled 
to as a renter. Here are three tax savings that should 
make you think of making a home purchase now and 
not get socked with all those taxes in '95. 

Deduction for Mortgage Interest 

This interest on the money you borrow to buy a home 
is usually fully deductible. To claim this deduction, you 
must itemize your deductions on Schedule A of your 
1040 instead of taking the standard deduction. 

By January 31, your lender will send you a Mortgage 
Interest Statement (form 1098) which will tell you how 
much you paid in mortgage interest during the pervious 
year. Based on a $100,000 loan at 9.0% for 30 years,

and monthly mortgage payments of $805, you would be 
able to deduct approximately $9,000 from your taxable 
income in the first year due to the 12 months of 
mortgage interest paid. 

Remember your interest deduction will decrease year 
after year as your loan amortizes. For someone in the 
28 percent tax bracket, this would mean a hefty savings 
of approximately $2,500 in the first year. 

Deduction for Points Paid 

When you finance the purchase of your home, you 
may pay a fee for "points", or prepaid interest or loan 
origination fee. Depending on how your mortgage is set 
up, all or a portion of the amount you pay for points may 
be deductible. The Mortgage Interest Statement from 
your lender should tell you this amount. 

Also, a new ruling last year allows home buyers to 
deduct seller-paid points. Again, based on a $100,000 
loan, and three points paid at closing, someone in the 
28 percent tax bracket will save approximately $840 in 
income taxes due to points paid. 


Deduction for Real Estate Taxes 

All or most of the real estate taxes you pay your local 
government are deductible as a itemized deduction. 
Your lender will be sending you a year-end statement 
stating the amount paid on your behalf. 

Unlike deductions for mortgage interest that 
disappear appear once your mortgage is paid in full, 
deductions for real estate taxes continue for as long as 
you own your home, assuming that this portion of the 
tax law remains the same. For example, based on real 
estate taxes of $2,000 per year, someone in the 28 
percent bracket would save approximately $560 in 
income taxes for real estate taxes paid. 

Tax deductibility is yet another reason why buying a 
home is still a great investment. For more information 
contact your tax advisor.
